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BILL. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  the  University  of 
Toronto,  by  separating  its  functions  as  a  University 
from  those  assigned  to  it  as  a  College,  and  by  making 
better  provision  for  the  management  of  the  property 
thereof  and  that  of  Upper  Canada  Cojlege. 

WHEREAS  the  enactments  hereinafter  repealed  have  failed  Preamble, 
to  effect  the  end  proposed  by  the  Legislature  in  passing 
them,  inasmuch  as  no  College  or  Educational  Institution  hath 
5  under  them  become  affiliated  to  the  University  to  which  they 
relate,  and  many  uarents  and  others  are  deterred  by  the  expense 
and  other  causci'from  sending  the  youth  under  their  charge  to 
be  educated  in  a  large  City  distant,  in  many  cases,  from  their 
homes;   And   whereas   frr-;   these   and  other  causes  many 
10  do  and  will  prosecute  and  complete  their  studies  in  other 
institutions  in  various  parts  of  this  Province,  to  whom  it  is 
just  and  right  to  afford  facilities  for  obtaining  those  schol- 
astic honours  and  rewards  which  their  diligence  and  profaciency 
may  deseive,  and  thereby  to  encourage  them  and  others  to 
15  persevere  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  and   sound  learning; 
And  whereas  experience  hath  proved  the  principles  embodied 
in  Her  Majesty's  Royal  Charter  to  the  University  of  London 
in  England,  to  be  well  adapted  for  the  attainment  of  the  objects 
aforesaid,   and  for  removing  the    difficulties   and  objections 
20  hereinbefore  referred  to :  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen  s 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative   Assembly 
of  the   Province  of  Canada,  constituted   and  assembled   by 
virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
25  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  intituled,  An  Act  to  re-unite  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  Government  of  Canada,  and- it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  Act  passed
